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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-10, filed April 29, 2008, with respect to 
claims 1-6, 8, 10-13, 17, and 18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1-6, 8, 10-13, 17, and 18 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 8, 10-15, 17, and 18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 18, the prior art, as best exemplified by US Patent to 
Cohen et al., number 5,631,991, taken individually or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a lens system oriented with respect to the multi-mode optical fiber stub 
to focus an optical beam exiting the multi-mode optical fiber stub onto an active area of 
an optical detector, wherein the optical detector is offset from the optical axis of the 
multi-mode optical fiber. 

Regarding claims 10 and 12, Cohen, taken alone or in combination with the prior 
art, fails to disclose or render obvious that the sleeve aligns the single-mode optical 
fiber and the multi-mode fiber stub. 

Regarding claim 14, Cohen, taken alone or in combination with the prior art, fails 
to disclose or render obvious the step of press fitting a multi-mode fiber stub into a stub 
holder.

Regarding claim 17, Cohen, taken alone or in combination with the prior art, fails 
to disclose or render obvious that the multi-mode optical fiber stub is mounted in a stub 
holder, the stub holder being positioned in a receptacle. 

Claims 2-6 and 8 are allowed due to their dependence from claim 1 . 

Claim 1 1 is allowed due to its dependence from claim 10. 

Claim 13 is allowed due to its dependence from claim 12. 

Claim 15 is allowed due to its dependence from claim 14.
